Election/Restrictions

III. Claim 3, drawn to methods of treating prion infections through the administration 
of Xenon-133, classified in class 424, subclass 1.13. 

IV. Claim 3, drawn to methods of treating bacterial infections through the 
administration of Xenon-133, classified in class 424, subclass 1.13. 

For Group I above, restriction to one of the following is also required under 35 USC 121.
